Francis  A.  Henson,  an  economist 
who  is  concerned  about  the  contrib¬ 
ution  which  prophetic  Christianity  can 
make  to  a  fundamental  social  change, 
is  to  be  a  guest  on  the  State  Teach¬ 
ers  College  campus  two  days,  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  February  12  and  13,  und¬ 
er  the  auspices  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

He  will  direct  student  conferences, 
speak  before  classes,  and  address  the 
membership  of  the  two  organizations. 
The  schedule  will  be  made  out  and 
announced  next  week. 

Mr.  Henson  has  been  executive 
secretary  of  the  National  Religion  and 
Labor  Foundation.  He  is  one  of  the 
two  American  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  World’s  Student  Christ¬ 
ian  Federation  which  is  counselling  the 
student  Chirstian  movements  on  the 
question  of  Christianity  and  society. 

He  finished  his  graduate  work  in 
philosophy  of  religion  at  Yale  Univers¬ 
ity.  In  the  summer  of  1932,  he  led  a 
group  of  professional  men  and  wom¬ 
en  on  a  study  tour  through  Europe 
and  the  Soviet  Union.  Mr.  Henson 
has  jiist  returned  form 'directing  the 
Traveling  Economic  Seminar  of  the 
National  Religion  and  Labor  Foundat¬ 
ion.  This  seminar  was  composed  of  12 
journalists,  ministers,  social  workers 
and  professors,  and  made  a  4,000-mile 
trip  through  eastern  America,  observ¬ 
ing  the  attitudes  and  conditions  in 
agriculture  and  industrial  areas,  as 
the  NRA  begins  to  function. 

For  two  summers  Mr.  Henson  serv¬ 
ed  as  a  social  worker  in  the  coal  fields 
in  West  Virginia.  He  has  been  chair¬ 
man  of  the  National  Student  Council 
oi  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  was  a  member 
of  the  secretarial  staff  for  a  number 
ol  years,  traveling  in  the  colleges  of 
the  middle  Atlantic  and  Pacific  south¬ 
west  fields.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  the  “Economic  Crisis 
and  Students”  of  the  Student  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  edited  its 
report,  "Toward  a  New  Economic  Soci¬ 
ety.”  He  has  written  numerous  art-

Coming  to  us  from  a  country  which 
is  rather  remote,  Selma  Eckrim  re¬ 
presents  the  highest  type  of  citizen¬ 
ship  which  her  country  is  producing. 

When  asked  if  she  thought  we  had 
carried  the  “boy  friend”  idea  too  far, 
Miss  Eckrim,  with  an  expressive  shrug 
of  her  shoulders  said,  “Well,  don't 
you?”  She  explained  that  hany  of  the 
Turkish  girls  had  careers  and  she  could 
not  understand  how  an  American 
woman  of  thirty-five  or  forty  could 
marry,  settle  down  and  be  happy. 
“Why,  in  our  country,”  she  excaimed, 
“unmarrited  women  of  forty  are  doom¬ 
ed.” 

Mis  Eckrim  said  that  she  liked  Will 
Rogers  and  Amos  and  Andy  sometimes 
but  her  enthusiasm  was  not  great  for 
them.  Her  people,  she  said,  preferred 
their  own  Turkish  music  to  our  jazz, 
but,  “We  sang  your  ‘We  Have  no  Ba¬ 
nanas’  for  a  long  time."  Their  dances 
are  practically  the  same  as  ours. 

Miss  Eckrim  learned  the  English 
language  when  she  was  nine  years  old. 
She  learned  French  as  she  learned 
Turkish.  She  went  through  grade 
schools,  high  school  and  college  in 
Turkey.  Asked  what  she  was  most  in¬ 
terested  in  she  replied,  "I  like  every¬ 
thing.”  She  said  that  she  loved  our 
slang,  but  found  it  hard  because  it 
changed  so  often. 

Miss  Eckrim  was  decidedly  opposed 
to  the  idea  which  is  widespread  in 
America,  that  athetes  are  heroes.  She 
stated  firmly  that  athletics  in  Amer¬ 
ica  are  participated  in  for  the  fun  of 
them,  and  the  money  involved.  Foot¬ 
ball  ,she  said,  seemed  to  her  merely 
the  matter  of  men  falling  over  each 
other.  However,  she  was  very  en¬ 
thusiastic  about  sports  in  her  own 
country,  where,  she  said,  people  take 
part  in  sports  for  the  fun  of  them. 
“Oh,  I  have  basketball  and  volley-ball.” 
she  added,  “we  play  them  by  your 
rules.  We  were  taught  by  your  peo¬ 
ple." 

Miss  Eckrim  moved  slowly  but  de¬ 
cisively.  Her  small  but  long  hands 
moved  constantly  and  her  eyes  were 
constantly. -roving  and  -  her.. .  eyebrows., 
were  never  the  same.  At.  first  she 
seemed  to  us  to  be  so  very  tired  that 
she  could  hardly  move  but  as  she  talk¬ 
ed  her  expression  enlightened  and  the 
tired  expression  left.  Her  small  lit¬ 
tle  personage  is  filled  with  personality 
and  her  close  cropped  head  just  filled 
with  knowledge.  Unlike  most  women 
leaders,  she  is  young,  full  of  life  and 
anxious  to  meet  people  and  grow. 


Fourth  Annual  Ed¬ 
ucational  Debate 
Tournament  Here 


Teams  From  Four  States  Will 
Discuss  Presidential  Pow¬ 
ers  Tomorrow. 


MILLER  IN  CHARGE 


More  than  sixty  representatives 
from  eleven' schools  and  from  Kansas, 
Nebraska,  Iowa  and  Missouri,  will  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  fourth  annual  educat¬ 
ional  debate  tournament  to  be  held 
on  this  campus  on  Saturday,  February 
3.  The  tournament  is  a  non-decision 
affair  and  is  arranged  as  an  econo¬ 
mical  means  of  assisting  In  the  teach¬ 
ing  and  learning  of  the  art  of  debat¬ 
ing  from  actual  debates  as  object  les¬ 
sons  for  those  entered,  according  to 
Mr.  Orville  C.  Miller,  chairman  of  the 
department  of  speech  of  this  college, 
and  director  of  the  tournament.  In  all, 
five  rounds  with  some  twelve  to  fif¬ 
teen  debates  per  round  will  be  held  in 
various  rooms  of  the  main  building 
during  the  day.  The  pubic  is  invited 
to  any  of  the  debates  without  charge 

The  question  which  will  be  discussed 
in*  all  debates  will  be,  "RESOLVED: 
THAT  THE  POWERS  OF  THE  PRE¬ 
SIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 
SHOULD  BE  SUBSTANTIALLY  IN¬ 
CREASED  AS  A  SETTLED  POLICY.” 

Two  types  of  debating  will  be  em¬ 
ployed  in  .the  tournament.  The  de¬ 
baters  from  the  various  schoolc  par¬ 
ticipating  will  be  divided  into  two 
classifications — experienced,  and  parti¬ 
ally  experienced.  The  partially  ex¬ 
perienced  debaters  will  debate  in  the 
customary  formal  contest  style  and 
will  use  the  half  hour  allowed  follow¬ 
ing  the  completeion  of  each  debate 
for  critical  discussion  and  open  forum 
relative  to  the  debate  practices  and 
the  arguments  and  evidence  for  and 
against  the  increase  of  the  powers  of 
the  President  as  a  settled  policy. 

The  “experienced”  debaters  entered 
in  the  tournament  will  engage  in  a 
relatively  new  type  of  debating  known 
as  the  "cross-examination  or  modifi¬ 
ed  “Oregon"  style.  In  this  type  each 
speaker  is  allowed  an  eight  minute 
speech  in  which  to  present  his  con¬ 
structive  case.  Upon  completion  of

er  will  be  Walter  Rollo  Brown,  noted 
author  and  lecturer.  The  subject  will 
be,  “The  Cretaive  Spirit.” 

Mr.  Brown  will  also  speak  before  the 
assembly  on  Monday  morning. 

Mr.  Brown  was  born  in  the  hills  of 
southeastern  Ohio,  the  region  about 
which  he  now  is  writing,  and  received 
his  education  in  the  Middle  West  and 
New  England.  Before  he  turned  to  the 
writing  of  biography  and  fiction,  his 
volume  on  literary  tradition  in  French 
education  had  already  been  accepted 
as  authoritative  in  its  field.  He  was  a 
pioneer  in  behalf  of  the  creative  spirit 
in  American  education  and  American 
life. 

He  has  lectured  before  audiences  at 
Harvard,  Columbia,  Mt.  Holyoke,  Bow- 
doln.  University  of  North  Carolina. 
University  of  Georgia,  Washington 
and  Lee,  Gettysburg,  Ohio  Wesieyyan. 
Ohio  State,  University  of  Cincinnati, 
Oberlin,  St.  Lawrence,  Monmouth. 
University  of  Michigan,  Muskingum, 
DePauw,  Washington  University,  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Wisconsin,  University  of 
Kansas,  Colorado  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege  and  more  than  a  hundred  other 
institutions  of  earning;  before  such 
audiences  as  the  Nations  Arts  club, 
New  York,  the  Art  Institute  of  Chi¬ 
cago,  the  St.  Louiis  Museum  of  Art;

Giving  America  a  new  slant  on  Tur¬ 
key  and  the  progress  of  that  country 
under  its  new  form  of  government  is 
the  purpose  of  Miss  Selma  Ekrim, 
young  Turkish,  feminist,  who  spoke  in 
the  College  auditorium  Monday  after¬ 
noon.  Through  a  fortunate  arrange¬ 
ment  by  President  Lamkin,  Miss  Ek¬ 
rim  was  secured  to  speak  to  the  stud¬ 
ents  and  visitors,  after  she  had  com¬ 
pleted  a  speaking  engagement  in  Kan¬ 
sas  City  last  week  end. 

Miss  Ekrim  lins  been  a  leader  for 
the  unveiling  of  the  Turkish  woman. 
Since  early  childhood  she  has  rebelled 
against  the  governments  and  the  re¬ 
ligious  groups  dominance  over  the 
private  life  of  the  Turkish  woman, 
the  gist  of  her  speech  to  the  student 
group  ast  Monday  was  the  comparison 
of  the  "old  Ottoman  Empire”  and  its 
influence  over  the  Turkish  woman¬ 
hood,  and  tire  new  Turkish  republic 
and  its  aid  to  the  feminine  sex. 

In  her  opening  statement  she  said, 
"Young  Turkey  looks  westward  for  its 
civilization.”  In  explanation  of  that 
statement  she  remarked,  “If  we  are 
changing  it  is  because  western  civiliz¬ 
ation  lias  forced  us  to  change.  To 
survive  we  have  to  live  like  western 
people  and  fight  them  with  their  own 
weapons.”  Miss  Ekrim  pointed  out 
that  the  Allield  invasion  after  the 
World  War  caused  the  movement  to 
be  forwarded  somewhat  to  meet  the 
demands.  The  Sultan  of  Turkey  had 
refused  to  urge  his  people  to  resist  the 
invasion  so  the  people  found  a  leader 
in  Mustapha  Kemal,  a  young  war 
general  who  after  a  successful  attempt 
to  regain  Turkey  for  the  Turks,  has 
taken  over  presidency  of  the  new  re¬ 
public. 

Under  Kemal’s  guidance,  transport¬ 
ation,  industry  and  education  hnve 
moved  forward  in  great  steps.  The 
women  of  Turkey  no  longer  wear  the 
veil  but  dress  ns  the  western  fashions 
decree.  In  an  explanatory  touch  of 
humor  Miss  Ekrim  gave  the  real  de¬ 
finition  of  n  harem.  She  said,  “A  har¬ 
em  is  a  room  set  aside  exclusively  for 
the  women  of  the  household.  If  a 
Turk  has  but  one  wife  and  he  gives  her 
a  room  of  her  own,  that  room  is  a  har¬ 
em."  She  stated  further  that  there 
has  been  too  much  misconception  of 
the  meaning  of  that  word  by  the  west¬ 
ern  world.  Previous  to  the  formation 
of  tiie  new  republic  a  man  could  have 
four  wives,  however,  he  is  now  limited 
to  one,

And  Little  America!  What  a 
thrill  to  see  It  after  hearing  about 
!l  and  dreaming  about  it  for  so 
long!  And  what  a  sight!  Three  tall 
ndio  masts,  one  of  them  leaning  a 
Pit,  spotted  by  our  cook.  Hump 
Oreagli,  from  the  top  of  the  fore¬ 
mast  as  Commodore  Gjertsen  push¬ 
ed  the  Ruppert  in  through  the  nar¬ 
row  openings  in  the  wilderness  of 
ice  at  the  entrance  of  the  Bay  of 
Whales  up  to  the  Ross  barrier.  A 
chimney  and  three  ventilators  stick¬ 
ing  up  through  the  snow.  Humps  In 
the  snow  round  about.  That’s  our  fu¬ 
ture  home!  Little  America!  We 
shall  have  to  dig  it  out. 

1  have  not  been  there  yet.  I  don’t 
know  who  was  first  ashore.  Our 
?hip  was  stopped  at  a  low  spot  in 
the  barrier,  on  the  eastern  side  of 
(lie  bay  about  2  o’clock  in  t he  after¬ 
noon.  The  motor  boat  cruiser  was 
..  w'ung  into  the  amazingly  blue 


water  and  Admiral  Byrd  and  seven 
others  scrambled  onto  her  together 
with  one  team  of  nine  dogs  and  a 
sledge.  She  was  quickly  loaded  With 
supplies,  carefully  selected  by  our 
supply  odlcor,  Victor  Czegka,  and 
with  Edgar  Cox,  who  takes  care  of 
our  (lernsey  cows,  at  the  wheel  and 
Fred  Dustin  handling  the  engine, 
the  crowd  reached  shore  and  made 
a  dash  for  Little  America.  Never  In 
my  life  did  I  want  lo  do  anything 
ns  much  as  go  on  that  first  trip. 

But  there  was  almost  a  tragedy. 
Ralph  Buckley,  who  was  a  great 
oarsman  at  my  college,  Harvard, 
was  driving  the  dog  team  and  fell 
Into  a  snow  covered  crevasse.  It 
was  80  feet  deep,  with  water  at  the 
bottom.  Ho  was  tied  to  the  other 
men  and  luckily  fell  on  an  Ice  ledge 
and  was  hauled  out.  1-Ie  was  laugh¬ 
ing  but  it  was  a  very  narrow  es¬ 
cape. 

And  that  Ross  ice  barrier!  The 
most  amazing  sight  that  eyes  can 
rest  on.  Miles  and  miles  and  miles 
of  cliffs,  like  the  Palisades  but 
white  and  green  and  shiny.  I’ll  tell 
you  more  nbout  this  astonishing 
formation  when  I  get  time. 

Admiral  Byrd  did  not  take  that 
dangerous  flight  I  mentioned  last 
week.  There  was  no  need  of  It.  1 
am  glad.  Tomorrow  probably,  when 
we  find  a  suitable  spot  we  shall  put 
all  of  our  four  planes  overboard  on 
the  Ice  and  they  will  be' flown  two 
miles  to  Little  America.  Two  miles? 
Ves,  Little  America  is  four  miles 
nearer  the  Bay  than  it  was  two 
weeks  ago  because  many  square 
miles  of  ice  have  broken  off  of  this 
cap  and  are  floating  out  to  Lord 
knows  where.  Isn’t  that  an  amazing 
thing?  I-lope  Little  America  doesn’t 
float  out  while  we  are  here!  So 
long.  More  next  week.

of  schools  except' the  high  schools. 

There  are  many  young  women  in 
business  today  for  themselves,  others 
are  doctors  or  work  in  offices.  There 
is  a  new  opportunity  for  the  Turkish 
woman. 

One  of  tho  most  outstanding  facts 
presented  by  the  speaker  was  that,  the 
Turkish  government  has  made  al  of 
these  changes ,  in  the  past  ten  years 
on  a  $90,000,000  budget.  The  new  re¬ 
public  has  not  borrowed  a  cent  from 
any  other  nation  and  has  adopted  the 
old  debts  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  in 
an  attempt  to  pay  them  off. 

In  closing  Miss  Ekrlm  pointed  out 
that  there  are  three  things,  “herit¬ 
ages  of  the  East."  that  are  not  to  be 
found  in  the  western  civilization.  The 
first  is  genuine  pleasure,  the  second 
leisure  and  the  third  a  real  content¬ 
ment.  She  said  that  she  felt  that 
there  was  a  necessity  to  retain  this 
part  of  her  Eastern  culture  in  building 
the  New  Republic  of  Turkey. 

Miss  Ekrim  receieved  her  education 
at  the  American  college  in  Instanbul. 
She  is  the  daughter  of  a  former  gov¬ 
ernor  of  Jerusalem  and  the  Aegean 
islands.  He  is  now  a  professor  at  the 
University  of  Stamboui.  Miss  Ekrim  is 
author  of,  “Unveiled,"  a  book  relating 
the  fight  for  the  feminine  rights  of 
Turkey.
